Orne People, amongft other Remarks, have ob-

for afcer taining our vadoubted.Rights of Gibraltar 
and Portmahon : But Advices from Paris of the 
-2othInft. by the Holland.Mail, relate, That fome 
‘private Perfons in that City had received ‘Letters 
from Madrid, importing, that the K. of Spain was 
difpofed inftantly to affemble the Cortes of thofe 
‘Realms, in order to take the ultimate Refalution 
with Regard ro the perpetual Ceflion, not onfy of 
Gibraltar, but alfo of the Ifland of Minorca, to the 
Crown of G. Britain. Mean time we can’t fee by 
thele Accounts, that the Negociations are in that 
Forwardnefs as was reported ; for ’tis now faid they 
are perplexed and retarded, not only by the Af- 
fair relating to the Succeffion of Parma and Pla- 
ceqtia, but more efpecially by a Demand which the 
KK. of Spain makes on the Emperor to yield up to 
the Infant.Don Carlos either the Kingdom of Na- 
ples or that:of Sicily. 

Ou.the other hand, the Letters from Vienna of 
the 13th Inft. take no notice of the forementioned 
Demand being made, but fay it was confidently re- 
ported there, that the K: of Spain has aétually a- 
greed toa Truce for 14 Yeats; that one of the Con- 
dittons thereof is, the refpe@tive Guarrantec of the 
Powers concerned for the Succefiion of Fufcany end, 
Parma: Aad what is more, the Emp¢ror feems rea- 

@ily difpofed to come into it; and. that thegsod: 
Unaderftanding between his Imperial Majefty, the 
King of G. Britain and the States General, is te- 
eftablifhed. 

And the Letters from Paris ‘by the French Mail, 
dated the 24th oft. fay they had a Confirmation of
